Agricultural. 
OWN ERSHIP | OF HIGHWAYS. 


Our readers have long known the ground 
always taken by us on the question—a high- 
ly important one to farmers—as to the 
Ownership of the public highways, We 
held that no local authority, not even a Le- 
gslature, had the power, under the constitu- 
tion, to take away from the proprietors of 
the land over which a common road pasees, 
their fee simple ownersbip—that the right 
of way only was vested in the public; and 
thet all vegetaUon and fruit growing upon 
such land—ali minerals found beneath it, 
belonged tothem. As to the correctness of 
this view, the following report of a case, 
growing out of this question, which was 
decided quite recently, by the Sapreme 
Court of Connecticut, will be read with in- 
terest :—

* The owner of land covered by a highway has 
the es ie, the herbage growiny 
thereon and a 0 of a town giving lirerty 
aa aioe os ¢ re ha ene in the 
pudlic way wu certain regulations 
passed under the authority of a general 
statute (Acts 1855, ch 64) empowering towns 
to pass such by laws, HAS NO VALIDITY.” 


We trust that this will settle the case in 
alltime tocome. The decision applies as 
tally to Pennsylvania as to Connecticut.— 
Germantown Telegraph.

Thus, what is hailed as 
an original invention is often found to be but the 
result of a succession of trials and experi- 
ments graddally following each other, which 
ought rather to be considered as a continuous 
series of achievements of the human mind, than 
as the conquest of any single individual.
